W ashington. July 6.—The state de­ 
partm ent has received a cablegram 
from M inister Powell dated at Port-au- 
Prince, Haytl, stating that the German 
warship Panther arrived there yester­ 
day.

London, July 6.—The passing of an­ 
other day with no news of the missing 
boats of the Ill-fated Danish steam ­ 
ship Norge which foundered off Rock- 
all reef, 290 miles from the Scottish 
m ainland, on June 28, lessens ih-* hope 
th at a few more out of the long list 
of victim s m ight be counted among 
the survivors. 
The search of the 
neigh’ooring waters will, however, be 
prosecuted until the last hope has 
gone. 
The Danish governm ent and 
the steam ship company have sent out 
a steam ship to search the seas for the 
boats, and the vessel will visit all the 
islands within & possible radius; but 
the rescued at Grimsby and Stornoway 
have gone through a terrible experi­ 
ence and believe that there Is little 
ground for hope unless an outgoing ves­ 
sel should have picked up one or more 
of the boats or unless the survivors 
have landed at St. Kuda and Alannan 
islands. 
W hile the stories of the survivors 
naturally differ in some details, in the 
main they agree that in the supreme 
moment there were exhibitions of mar­ 
velous heroism , and additional stories 
of their experiences only add in this 
particular to what has already been 
told in these dispatches.

Th.* keys which locked the great 
gates of Hie Bastille at the time of Its 
fall have been iii America for a num­ 
ber of years. 
For nearly a century 
they rem ained in the possession of the 
family of the Frenchman who took 
them from the famous prison, though 
they have recently come into the pos­ 
session of an Englishman living Iii 
Quebec. 
When Hie mob stormed tile prison on 
July 
14. 
1789, 
a 
Parisian, 
Carrier 
Lechastel, is said to have been the 
first to rush over the drawbridge as It 
fell. It was he. at any rate, who over 
took a fleeing jailer and took the keys 
from him. The mob immediately stuck 
tho keys on the end of a spike, and an 
Immense throng paraded with them 
through Hie streets. 
They were con­ 
sidered one of the most valuable fro 
pities of the revolution. 
Lechastel kept the keys, and they 
remained 
in Ids family until 
1859. 
when a descendant of Hie family emi­ 
grated to America, taking them with 
him. 
Eventually the keys were sold 
to John Hamilton of St. Louis, who 
kept them for twenty-five years, ex­ 
hibiting them from time to time, when 
they were sold to a Canadian. 
One of the keys was obtained In 
France by General Lafayette and was 
presented by him to George Washing­ 
ton a year or two before his death. 
It 
bangs In the mansion at Mount Ver­ 
non and has been seen by thousands of 
visitors there. 
The keys at present are very old and 
The largest of them is twelve 
inches long and is quite heavy. 
The 
smallest is of fine workmanship, the 
socket being shaped Uke the ace of 
clubs, aud is supposed to have belong­ 
ed to the treasure rooms. This and an 
oilier key measure six inches in length, 
while Hie other two are about ten 
Inches and much heavier.
